Department.  Post  also  followed  up  in  person  with  Dr.  Leonidou  on 
June  13  and  June  29. 

^2.  (SBU)  Leonidou  reported  that,  in  general,  the  GoC  was 
sympathetic  to  the  U.S.  positions  but  as  an  EU  member  would  support 
the  yet-to-be-determined  EU  common  position.  EU  member  states  would 
begin  to  discuss  what  positions  to  take  in  Montreal  at  the  July  9 
European  Civil  Aviation  Conference  (ECAC)  meeting.  Leonidou  noted 
that  as  an  island  state  completely  dependent  on  air  travel,  Cyprus 
was  especially  sympathetic  to  U.S.  concerns  about  the  inclusion  of 
non-EU  carriers  into  the  EU ' s aviation  emissions  trading  scheme. 
Leonidou  promised  to  raise  U.S.  concerns  on  the  need  for  mutual 
consent  in  future  EU  aviation  meetings.
